AUTO RACES AT SAVANNAH. 


Steamship “City of Savannah” will 
Be Used as a Hotel, Etc. 


Savannah, Ga., September 10.—(Special.) 
Tne steamship City of Savannah, the 
biggest steamer that comes to Savannah 
on regular trips, is to be used by offi- 
cials of the Automobile Club of America 
during the races, ‘having just been 
chartered for that purpose. It will serve 
the purpose of a hotel, garage, etc. Two 
of the rooms aboard the vessel, the 
best two, were reserved by a rica New 
Yorker for $400. Pullman cars, private 
cars, ete., will be parked in railroad 
vards here near the race course, and will 
be used to accommodate the expected 
crowds in the November race week.

The wheat market was strong from 
Start to finish, and closed at the high- 
est point, Despite lower cables, and 
continued liberal receipts in the north- 
west, the market opened firm with 
prices a shade lower to 1-8c higher. 
Within a few minutes, prices had ad- 
vanced about !-2c on buying by shorts 
and bull leaders. Demand continued 
brisk throughout the entire session, 
and the market’ steadily gained in 
strength. The buying was based chief- 
lv on the urgent demand for cash wheat 
at nearly all markets in this country 
and in large sales of flour being made 
in the northwest. One authority 
claimed that last week’s flour output 
at Minneapolis was the largest since 
early last spring. Millers were active 
bidders for cash wheat here and in the 
northwest, the premiums here being 
the same as yesterday. The cash sit- 
vation in the southwest was equally as 
bullish, one report asserting that Kan- 
sas City concerns had bought back 
cash wheat sold to Chicago interests 
some time ago. No export business 
was transacted here and, according to 
a local exporter, none is now in sight, 
owing to today’s advance effectually 
shutting off all foreign demand. This 
view. however, was not sustained by a 
dispatch from New York, ‘which report- 
ed sixteen boatipads “worked” there for 
export. Another factor that augment- 
ed enthusiasm was a report that The 
Portland. Ore., Trade Journal, which 
estimated the total crop of Oregon, 
Washington and Idaho at 19,800,000 
bushels less than last year’s yield. The 
market was also affected by dry weath- 
er in the winter wheat belt, which Is 
delaying fall sowing.
